There was an excess of $8,554,440 in
ordinary receipts over ordinary dis
bursements during March, in conse-
quence of which the deficit for 1910
now is only $16,050,310 as against $68,-470,5-

which was the deficit the cor
responding date last year.

The treasury working balance today
was $29,867,500. the larjfest it has been
lor some time. The total balance in
the general fund of the treasury is
$S8,S5.265.

From now all conditions should
steadily improve and it is believed that
not only can the country "pay as it
goes." but lay aside a surplus for ex
traordinary expenses.
